Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action 

s 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-8, 10-25, 27-33, 35, 37-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by BERRY et al (6,231,598). 

BERRY (Figs. 5 as shown below, for example) discloses a stent of stainless steel or 
nitinol as recited in the claims:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 26, 34, 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
BERRY et al (6,231,598). 
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As to claims 19, 26 and 36, BERRY does not disclose maximal strain less than 0.5%. 
However, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to select a safety factor for the 
device as claimed. 

As to claim 34, BERRY does not disclose that the 5 th , 6 th , 7 th , 8 th , 9 th , and 10 th members 
having lower maximal strain. However, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice 
to modify the dimension of the members accordingly to achieve the characteristics as recited in 
the claims, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the size of a 
component. A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in 
the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

More over, change in size/dimension of the struts/beams of a stent to make them more 
flexible/rigid (more resistant to radial compression) is well-known in the art.
